The g reatest electoral total In his­ 
tory was clustering under the re­ 
p ublican emblem of Hoov er and 
Curtis today as accumulating re­ 
turns sp oke the mandate of the v ot­ 
ers with increasing emp hasis. 
Throug hout the day forty states 
ccmtinued to turn in majorities for 
their 
rep ublican 
nominees, while 
only eig ht kep t to the standard of 
Smith and Robinson, the rep ublican 
forty Included four in the demo­ 
cratic south—North Carolina, Vir­ 
g inia, Florida and Terns. 
Among 
the democratic eig ht were but two 
outside 
the 
south—Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island. 
The forty v ote 
444 strong in the electoral colleg e. 
The eig ht hav e but 87 v otes. These 
are the hig h water and low water 
marks for any major p arty in a two 
way national div ision. 
Althoug h 
many 
p recincts 
still 
were to be counted, returns comp il­ 
ed by the Associated Press up to 2 
p . m. eastern time had shown no 
indication that a sing le Hoov er or 
Smith state was p rep aring to shift 
from the trend and had continued 
since early morning . Hoov er*s p op u­ 
lar majority ov er Smith stood close 
to 
5,000,000 
and 
was 
mounting 
steadily.

His marg in in the southern states 
remaining in his column ap p eared 
fairly 
substantial, 
but 
in 
Mass­ 
achusetts and Rhode Island the v ote 
wa s so close that the final disp c^i- 
tio n o f their electoral v ote remain­ 
ed In doubt 
The Democratic concession of v ic­ 
tory was announced shortly before 
1 a . m. at that hour the returns 
showed Hoov er leading In ev ery 
eastern, western and border state, 
excep t Massachusetts, and in Vir­ 
g inia, Florida and Tezmi. 
Should 
these majorities be sustained until 
the count Is comp leted. Smith would 
hav e less than 100 electoral v otes 
out of a total of 6 31.

Smith had faced the loss of Vir­ 
g inia and Florida, the Democratic 
crisis g ained firsc imp ortance when 
Hoov er swep t out of the up p er New 
York counties with so g reat a lead 
that it ov errode Smith’s New York 
City adv antag e.

Mr. Huff, according to witnesses 
ap p eared to hav e had a heart at­ 
tack, his car swerv ed to the north 
side of the road and went about 
fifteen feet. Coroner W. G. Jones 
was notified and v isited the scene. 
He exp ressed his op inion that Mr. 
Huff was dead when the car col­ 
lided with the mail boxes.

Automobile

of Broadway indicated his car had 
left the p av ement some hundred 
feet from the telep hone p ole.

“I hav e been 
in p ublic life for a quarter of a cen­ 
tury and I hav e had ail I can stand 
of it. As far as running for office, 
that is finished.” 
The g ov ernor said that he had no 
reg rets and nothing but p leasant 
memories 
ov er 
his 
unsuccessful 
camp ag in. 
“The American p eop le hav e ren­ 
dered their decision,” he said. 
am a democrat and I firmly believ e 
in the rule of the majority. 
hav e bed a long career in elec­ 
tiv e 
office. 
Yesterday 
was ‘ the 
twenty-first time that my name has 
ap p eared on a ballot in New York 
state. I am hap p y and content, tak­ 
ing my p lace in the ranks of Amer­ 
ican citizens.

Substantial Rep ublican majorities 
in both the senate and house were 
rolling in today behind the tide of 
Hoov er v otes. 
In the senate where they now 
hav e a p lurality of only one, the 
rep ublicans hav e cap tured six seats 
now held by democrats, and hav e 
ap p arently held on to all of their 
own 13 at stake In yesterday’s elec­ 
tion. 
The Hoov er 
wav e 
In Kentucky 
carried 
with 
it nine 
rep ublican 
members of the house of that 
state’s rep resentation of 11, and six 
of these rep ublicans rep lace demo­ 
crats. Howev er, other defections in 
the p residential contest failed to 
make material shift in the normal 
rep resentation of those states in the 
honse. So the rep ublicans hav e in­ 
creased their majority of 35 so far 
by little more 
than 
the marg in 
g iv en them by Kentucky. 
Four democratic senators along 
the Atlantic seaboard were bowled 
ov er—^Bayard of Delaware; Bruce 
of Maryland; Gerry of Rhode Is­ 
land, and Edwards of New Jersey. 
Two other seats now held by demo­ 
crats went to rep ublicans. The v et­ 
eran 
rep ublican 
rep resentativ e, 
Theodore E. Burton, of Ohio, was 
elected to the p lace now held by a 
democrat, C y^ Locher. 
The senato membership 
v olun­ 
tarily relinquished by the demo­ 
cratic warrior, James A. Reed, of 
Missouri, has g one to a rep ublican.

Neely , 
democrat,

West Ylrg BSa r* ^ tsg g ing 
b^iiiid bbi 
rep ublican op p onent, and Sem itm 
Kendrick, 
democrat of Wyoming , 
and Dill of, Washing ton, democrat, 
hav e real battles on their hands 
but are leading .

From Brooklyn Eagle. 
Chief J ustice Taft’s rebuke to a coun­ 
sel who filed with the supreme court of 
thd United States a brief containing state- 
m Ats couched 
in language 
indicating 
“ bid temper and recklessness” seems to 
)?e|well deserved. The brief was directed 
against opposing counsel in a litigation 
af^cting surety business. 
The chief jus- 
ticl notes that the suggestion had been 
m ^ e to discipline the offending counsel 
by {citing him for contempt, “ but,” adds 
thé court, “ it is thought this expression 
%vai be sufficient 
to 
prevent 
a recur- 
re^e.” 
The rebuke is intended not only for the 
diiipline of the offender but to restrain 
otfers mho may be disposed to exceed 
thto privilege. 
“ We must insist,” says 
th fch ief justice, “ that arguments in this 
co|rt, either oral or written, though of- 
te i properly 
in 
controversy, 
shall be 
fijcious and respectful to both the court 
anB opposing counsel and be in such as 
m ^ be properly addressed by one gentle- 
m& to another.” 
This excellent rule of conduct establish­ 
ed* for the supreme court of the United 
States is also excellent rule for all other 
courts. 
It would not impede justice and 
it would put an end to good deal of waste- 
ful, reckless and improper 
talk 
which 
Pâ gses under the name of argument.

A GOOD INVESTMENT 
Last 
year 
American 
tourists 
spent 
$8 00,000,000 abroad. 
This year the to­ 
tal expenditure will approximate $9 00,- 
000,000. 
Evidently with the steady ex­ 
pansion of student and pleasure travel 
the American people shall soon spend a 
bijlion a year outside the borders of their 
country. 
Such a sum, which 
before 
the war 
would have seemed staggering, is the 
fullest proof of a now familiar fact—that 
the “ visible” items of trade, manufactur­ 
ed goods, raw materials, gold and silver, 
are nowadays only slightly more impor­ 
tant than the “ invisible” items, the J ef­ 
ferson City Post-Tribune says: 
The “ invisible” 
items 
include immi­ 
grant remittances to Europe, which ex­ 
ceed $200,000,000 a year. 
They include 
charitable 
remittances, 
payments 
for 
freight in foreign bottoms and, of course, 
loans. 
It goes without saying that $9 00,000,- 
000 spent by American sightseers abroad 
is invaluable to the nations which must 
make heavy payments on war debts and 
on an adverse trade balance. 
No complaint or protest is heard on 
this side of the water because Europe is 
repaying America with American dollars. 
The hundreds of thousands of persons 
from the United States spending hun(J reds 
of millions in foreign travel feel they are 
getting their money’s worth. 
No invest­ 
ment in merchandise could be worth as 
much as that in pleasure and broadened 
outlook which the tourist pays for, and 
which permanently affects American life 
for the better.

RAILWAYS’ NEW TOLL 
From London, Eng., Chronicle. 
The 
railway 
disaster 
at 
Charfield 
makes terrible reading, and coming so 
quickly after that at Glasgow, it adds 
weight to a grave question which many 
were already asking—Why have railway 
accidents in Great Britain been so fre­ 
quent this year? 
A few years ago the 
British railways were almost accident- 
proof. 
Facts bore out the boast that al­ 
most the safest place to be in was a Brit­ 
ish train. 
But the disaster of November 
20, 19 26 , opened a new era. From some­ 
where about that date fatal accidents be­ 
gan to multiply. 
Nineteemtwenty-seven 
was a bad year; but 19 28 has been much 
worse. 
Its total of thirteen fatal train 
accidents is the highest for a generation, 
probably for two generations; and repre­ 
sents a much lower average of security 
than any 
single 
catastrophe 
however 
tragic, couI(T do. 
Is it not time that the board of trade, 
besides holding its usual inquiry, into each 
accident as it happens, probed the deeper 
question which is thus suggested? 
An 
increase due to occurrences on so many 
different occasions 
cannot be 
due to 
chance—the law of averages forbids it. 
Some common cause must be there to 
breed such a crop of disasters. 
What is 
it. How can it be 
dealt 
with? 
What 
point are the systems to blame?

She is especially gifted as a hos­ 
tess, and has that special “sixth 
sense” that sees which guests be­ 
long together and will interest each 
other. Without any apparent effort 
she can give each guest on the 
tiled terrace above the garden in 
Pala Alto or in the wide back 
porch under the trees of Washing­ 
ton the feeling of having had her 
particular attention. 
Few people know that by the per­ 
sonal training of her father, the 
late Charles D. Henry .bank cashier 
of Waterloo, Iowa, 
and 
Whittier 
and 
Monterey , 
California, 
Lou 
Henry Hoover is full eq uipped to 
hold a position as a bank cashier, 
bookkeeper or teller. Through her 
university training she is also a 
geologist and could be a teacher of 
geology , metallurgy or English. She 
is, in addition, widely read. 
Her 
taste for literature was in her stu­ 
dent day s at Stanford University , 
as much of her geology , one of 
the interests that brought about her 
romance with Herbert Hoover. It 
enabled her to help him through the 
pitfalls of his English examinations. 
The further help she gave him as 
co-translator from the 
Latin 
of 
Georgius Agricola’s De Re Matal- 
lica is already famous. 
In spite of this classical training 
and her full eq uipment for a profes­ 
sional career, Lou Henry was mar­ 
ried almostimmediately after grad­ 
uation, for her y oung engineer fi­ 
nance had a three y ear’s start and 
was already well launched in his 
profession when he 
came 
home 
from Australia on his first vacation 
in 189 8 to marry her and take her 
to China. 
Since then, his career has been 
hers. She has walked beside him 
through the y ears of peace and 
war, and ceaseless work to ultimate 
success with the same helpfulness, 
that she gave him as a fellow stu­ 
dent a,nd with a sureness that must 
often have been a secret source of 
strength for him. 
The tale of their travels reads 
like the 
introduction 
to a Carto­ 
grapher’s Lexicon, Mongolia, Bur­ 
ma, Indo-China, South Africa, Aus­ 
tralia, Russia, all had a place in 
their career, and Lou Henry Hoov­ 
er’s first baby Herbert Junior, bom 
after the revolution in Tientsin cir­ 
cled the globe three times, once 
for each of the three first y ears of 
his baby hood.

NEW YORK, Nov. 7 .-Alfred E. 
Smith has fought the greatest bat­ 
tle of his long public career and 
has conceded his defeat 
Although returns were not com­ 
plete, he had admitted today that 
his hopes for the presidency had 
been dashed by an overwhelming 
vote for Herbert Hoover, his Repub­ 
lican opponent But 
he went down 
smiling, say the friends who stuck 
with him to the last and now seeks 
“to be left alone for a while.” 
Surrounded by members of his 
family , the four times governor of 
New York had planned to stay at 
his Hotel today preparing for the 
trip back to Albany , where he will 
vacate the governor’s chair Decem­ 
ber 3L He probably will go to the 
state capital 
tomorrow and 
rest 
a while before taking a vacation 
trip with Mrs. Smith, who was by 
his side almost constantly through­ 
out the long 
and 
arduous 
cam­ 
paign. 
Governor Smith was not long In 
sending his congratulations to Mr. 
Hoover, soon after midnight he dis­ 
patched the following telegram to 
his opponent at Palo Alto, Calif.: 
“I congratulate y ou heartily on 
y our victory , and extend to y ou my 
sincere good wishes for y our health 
and happiness and for the success 
of y our administration.” 
This was all the New York exe­ 
cutive had to say for publication 
last night during a whirlwind dash 
about his native New York catching 
election returns on the fly . Visits 
were made to the 7 1st Regiment 
Armory , temporary headq uarters of 
Tammany Hall; 
to 
Franklin 
D. 
Rosevelt’s headq uarters in the Bilt- 
more, and to Democratic pational 
headq uarters in the General Motors 
building, where the Hoover tele­ 
gram was made public, and the 
Democratic nominee finally motored 
back to his hotel shortly before one 
o’clock thi smoming. 
At 2:15 a. m., he kissed each one 
of his children good 
night 
and 
cheerily announced that he would 
see them in the morning. Chairman 
Raskob and several old cronies also 
were among the last to leave his 
suite. 
It was a wild goose chase the 
governor led newspapermen around 
New York and many who accom­ 
panied him to battle large crowds 
to keep up with 
the 
fast-moving 
candidate. The largest crush was 
experienced at at Democratic head­ 
q uarters where it seemed 
as 
if 
every one walking along the street 
took the liberty to pay the place a 
visit during the governor’s presence 
there. 
In admitting the loss of his sec­ 
ond great fight in a political career 
that has run a q uarter of a cen­ 
tury , Governor Smith found him­ 
self in the usual situation of suf­ 
fering the setback on his wife’s 
birthday . While receiving returns 
at the General Motors building, the 
Governor and Mrs. Smith were tak­ 
en to Chairman Raskob’s office be­ 
fore a hugh birthday cake. It was 
a touching scene as the two glanced 
at the three tiers that made up the 
delicacy , upon which were figures 
portray ing Important milestones in 
the life of the Smiths. 
One scene depicted the Governor 
and Mrs. Smith leaving S t Patrick’s 
Cathedral after their marriage, an­ 
other represented the two seated at 
a card table, a third pictured Mrs.
